Assistance Goals: The United States Government (USG) has been engaged in 
assisting Serbia's transition to a market-oriented democracy since 1997. USG 
assistance to Serbia creates opportunities for economic growth, strengthens 
institutional capacity of key government bodies, supports civil society development 
and promotes transparency through the improvement of adherence to the rule of 
law. The USG has also worked closely with the European Union, the World Bank 
and other bilateral donors to ensure banking supervision and reform in business 
development policies.

o Improve the quality of news reporting in Serbia and strengthen the financial, 
management and production capacity of independent and minority broadcast

o Promote the teaching of English in Serbian schools and support programs 
through which young Serbian citizens study in the U.S. 

Economic Growth (EG): FY2008: $30. IM; FY2009 Estimate: $25.5M; FY2010 
Request: $20. IM 

o Improve the overall investment climate through support for a strong 

macroeconomic policy and legal framework with a sound financial sector 

o Address complex agricultural policy and infrastructure issues that help the 
country increase its agricultural production 

o Support enterprise development in order to expand economic opportunities, 
especially in vulnerable areas in southern Serbia 

Recent Successes.- 

o USG assistance supported a study visit to the International Criminal Tribunal 
for the Former Yugoslavia. Here the Victim Witness Support Services 
learned how to set up and operate their office. 

o USG democracy assistance worked to improve transparency in the political 
process, promoted media coverage, and facilitated public policy debates. 

o Increased numbers of high-level corruption and financial crime cases by 
supporting more effective strategies in investigating these cases. 

o USG assistance helped the Commercial Courts "go electronic" and improve 
their performance by utilizing a state-of-the-art Case Management 
System, an efficient, online, paperless system with random case assignment 
that resulted in greater transparency and public accessibility to the courts.
